(a) in the heading ‘‘B-Posts carrying pay in the 
senior scale of the Indian Administrative Service 
under the State Governments including posts carry¬ 
ing special pays in addition to pay in the time scale" 
for the words “special pays’’, the words “special 
allowance’’ shall be substituted; 

(b) under the heading “B-Posts carrying pay in 
the senior scale of the Indian Administrative Service 
under the State Governments including posts carry¬ 
ing special pays in addition to pay in the time 
scale :— 

(i) for the words “special pay”, wherever they 
occur, words “special allowance” shall be 
substituted ; 


(ii) for clause (3), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“(3) The amount of any special allowance 
which may be sanctioned by the State 
Governments under clause (2), shall be 
Rs. 400, Rs. 600, Rs. 800. Rs. 900 or 
Rs. 1,000, as may, horn time to time, be 
determined by the Stale Government 
concerned," 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Government has decided to imple¬ 
ment the recommendations made by the Fifth Cen¬ 
tral Pay Commission relating to the grant of special 
pay to the members of the All India Services with 
effect from the 1st August, 1997. With a view to 
implement this decision, the Indian Administrative 
Sendee (Pay) Rules, 1954 are being amended accor¬ 
dingly with effect from the 1st August, 1997. 

It is certified that no member of the Indian Ad¬ 
ministrative Service is likely to be adversely affected 
by giving retrospective effect to these amendments.

(b) under the heading “B-Posts carrying pay in 
the senior scale of the Indian Police Service under 
the State ‘Governments including posts carrying spe¬ 
cial pays in addition to pay in the time scale,.— 

(i) for the words “special pay”, wherever they 
occur, words “special allowance” shall be 
substituted ; 

(ii) for clause (3), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely 

“(3) The amount of any special allowance 
which . may be sanctioned by the State 
Governments under clause (2), shall be 
Rs. 400. Rs. 600, and Rs. 800, as may, 
from time to time, be determined by the 
State Government concerned.”

G,S R. 5.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
ty section 122 of the Railways Act, 1989 (24* of 
, 1989), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, namely :— ..' 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Railway (Notices of and' In¬ 
quiries into Accidents) Rules, 1998. 

. (2) They shall cpdie into force .on the d&tt? df 
their publication In the Official Gazette ; 

2 . Particulars to be given in the notices.--rThe 
notices mentioned in section 113 of the Railways 
Act, 1989 (24 of 1989) (hereinafter- referred to as 
the Act), shall, contain the following particulars, 
namely:— 

(i) kilometerage, or station or both, at which 
the accitlent occurred. 

(ii) time, and date of the accident; 

(iii) number and description of the train; or 
trains; 

(u ) nature of the accident; 

, (v) number of people killed or injured, as far 
as Is known; fa 

(vi) cause of the accident, as for as is known; 
and 

. (vii). Probable detention to traffic. 

3. Responsibility for sending notices, to whom to 
, be sent and mode thereof:—Whenever any accident, 

as falls under section. 113 of the Aa (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as “Reportable train accident”) occurs in 
. .the course of Working a railway, tho, station mftster 
neatest to the place at which the accident his occurred 
or. where there is no station master, the railway ser¬ 
vant incharge of the section of the railway on Which 
the accident has occurred or any other Statfon Mas'e- 
•incharge of a section of a railway to whom the import 
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Of the accident is made, shall give notice of the acci¬ 
dent by telegraph to the Commissioner of 'Railway 
Sttfety, the District Magistrate and the District Swper- 
-bttendent pf Police of the district in which the 
accident has occurred or such other Magistrate or 
•police officer as may bo appointed in this behalf by 
the State Government concerned and by telegraph, 
telephone or through special messenger or such other 
quick means as may be available, to tire Superin- 
-tepdent of Railway Police and to the officer-in-clwvge 
of the police station within the-local'limits of which 
the accident has occurred. 

Explanation.—For the purpose of this rule, "Rc- 
; portable Train accident" under section 113 of the 
Act also include those usually attended with loss of 
human life (such as accidents to -passenger trains 
insolving collisions, derailments, train wrecking, or 
1 attempted train wreking, cases of running over ob¬ 
structions placed on the line, of passengers falling ou f 
of trains or of fires in Irains), or grie¬ 
vous hurt as defined in the Indian 
Penal Code (heiehr.'iftcr refer u-d to as 

the grievous hurt), or serious damage to railway pro¬ 
perty of the value exceeding twenty five Hikh rupees 
winch have not actually occurred but winch by the 
mature <*>f the accident might reasonably have been 
expected to occur; and also cases of landslides or of 
■breach by rain or’floiMl which cause, the interruption 
of onv important through-line of enmnvuvention for 
fit least 24 hours. 

4. Mode of sending notices to the State Govern¬ 
ment.—The notice of accidents, required under sec¬ 
tion 113 of the Act. to be sent without delay by the 
Mail way administration, shall be sent to the State 
Government— 

fa) by telegram in the case of— 

• : (i) accidents deemed, under the Explanation 
to rule 3. to lie serious by reason of loss 
of human life: 

' (il) accidents by reason of which the perma¬ 
nent way is likely to be blocked for moie 
. than twenty four hours; and 

(iii) train wrecking or attempted train-wreck¬ 
ing; and 

(b) by letter, n all other cases. 

- -5.- Railway -servants to report-accidents—Every 
jailway servant shall report, -with .us little delay as

' working the railway which may come to his notice 
nnd such report shall be made to the nearest stat'on

"tlcWs-—f'l) ’ Whenever a serious -accident, as -defined 


in sub-rule 2 of rule 2 the Statutory Investigation into 
Railway Accidents Rules, 1998, occurs, the railway 
.udmimstration concealed shall, ,0s ..soon alter the 
accident as .possible, by telegraph, supply to the Press 
such particulars as are mentioned in rule 2 and as 
are till then available, .ttntt by supplementary telegrams 
if necessary, immediately after further information is 
available. A copy -shall be sent simultaneously by 
-Express telegram to the .Railway Board, the Com¬ 
missioner <.of Railway Safety of )h* .circle concerned 
and .the Chief Commissioner of Railway Safety. In 
addition, the Commissioner of Railway Safety shall 
>be informed, tehtphonically, of any serious accident, 
by the control of the division in which the accident has 
occurred. 

(2) For the'purpose or tub-rule (1), an accident 
shall be a serious Railway accident where— 

(i) accident lo a train carrying passengers which 
is attended with loss of life or .with grievous 
hurt to a passenger or passengers in the 
train, or with serious damage to railway 
property of the value exceeding 
Rs.'25,00,000 and any other accident which 
in the opinion of the Chief Commissioner 
of Railway Safely or Commissioner of Rail¬ 
way SafeLy requires the holding of an in¬ 
quiry by the Commissioner of Railway 
Safety, shall Ixr deemed to Ire a serious 
accident. A workmen’s .train or a ballast 
train carrying workmen or cattle special) 
train or a Tower wagon or such other 
train carrying workmen or catdc special! 
Military special carrying authorised escorts 
or similar such train shall be treated as a 
passenger train, 

(ii) an accident involving, a train carrying 
passengers loads to loss of life or grievous 
injury to any Railway Servant irrespective 
of whether he was travelling in that passen¬ 
ger train or not, .it 4hall come under the 
purview of inquiry by the Commission of 
Railway Safety and Shall be treated as a 
‘Serious Railway accident’, 

Provided that— 

(u) cases of ire*pus.sers cun over and injured 
or killed through their own carelessness or 
of passengers injured or killed through their, 
own carelessness, and 

(b) cases involving persons being Railway ser¬ 
vant or holding valid passesjtickets or 
otherwise who are killed or grievously in¬ 
jured while travelling outside the rolling 
stock ,of .a passenger tjain such as on foot 
hoard or roof or buffer but excluding the 
inside of vcsfieules between coaches, or 
run over at a l evel Crossing or elsewhere 
on -the Rrlwnv track hv a passenger tram, 
and 

(c) collision, between a Road Vehicle and a 
passenger train at a Level Crossing where 
,no tMWsemtcr or Railway Smont is killed 
or uiriavauslv hurt shall not. be treated as 
a 'Seitlous Railway Accident’ even if those

grievously hurt shall not be treated as 
serious railway accident, unless the Chief 
Commissioner of Railway Safety or Com¬ 
missioner of Railway Safety is of the opi¬ 
nion that the accident requires the holding 
Of ah inquiry by the Commissioner of Rail¬ 
way Safety. 

8 . Facility for reaching the site of the accident.— 
Whenever any accident has occurred in the course 
of working a railway, the Head of the Railway Admi¬ 
nistration concerned Shall give all reasonable aid to 
the District Magistrate or the Magistrate appointed 
or deputed under rule 17 or to the Commission of 
inquiry appointed under the Commissions of Inquiry 
Act, 1952 (60 of 1951;, or .my other authority to 
whom aQ or any of the provisions of the said Act 
have been made applicable, and to the Commissioner 
of Railway Safety, medical officers, the police and 
other concerned to enable them to reach the scone 
of the accident promptly, and shall also assist those 
authorities in making inquiries and in obtainng evi¬ 
dence as to the cause of the accident. 


Safety under rule 4 of the Statutory Investigation into 
Railway Accidents Rales, 1998, he shall at once 
acknowledge its receipt, and— 

(a) submit his remarks, on the views expressed 
in the Report, to the Chief Commissioner ot 
Railway Safety with copy to the Commis¬ 
sioner of Railway Safety immediately on re¬ 
ceipt of the Report by the Railway Admi¬ 
nistration and if he is not able to submit his 
remarks immediately be shall in his acknow¬ 
ledgement of the repoit indicate his inten¬ 
tion to submit his remaiks later as early as 
possible; 

(b) if the Head of the Railway Administration 
concerned agrees with the views expressed 
in the Report and considers the prosecution 
of any person or persons desirable, he shall 
immediately forward a statement of such 
persons to the District Magistrate of the dis¬ 
trict in which the accident occurred, or to 
such other officer as tlic State Government 
may appoint in this behalf and to the con¬ 
cerned police authorities. 


9. Medical aid to the persons grievously hurt in 
accidents.—Whenever ap accident, occurring in the 
course of working a lumvay, has been attended with 
grievous hurt, it shall be the duty of the Head of the 
Railway Administration cone uned to afford medical 
aid to the Sufferers, and to sec that they are properly 
andamefaUy attended to till they are removed to their 
homes ot handed over to the care of their relatives or 
friesda. in any melt ease. Of In any ease in which 
any loss Of human life or grievous hurt has occurred, 
the nearest available local medical officer shall be sent 
for it such medical officer! is nearer at hand than the 
railway medical officer. 

10. Arranging attendance -of railway servants at 
the place of judicial inquiries or inquiries conducted 
by Commissioner of Railway Safety or a Magistrate— 
When an inquiry under rule 2 of the Statutory Investi¬ 
gation into Railway Accidents Rules, 199S, or under 
rule 17 of these rules, or a judicial inquiry is being 
made, the Head of the Railway Administration con¬ 
cerned shall arrange for the attendance, as long as 
may be necessary, at the place of inquiry, of all 
railway servants whose evidence is likely to be required 
at such inquirty; and if the inquiry is to be held by 
the Commissioner of Railway Safety under rule 2 of 
the Statutory Investfearion into Railway Accidents 
Rufes, 1998 the Head of the Railway Administration 
concerned Shall,— 

fa) cause notice of the date, hour and place 
at which' the inquiry will beam to be given 
to the officers mentioned in clauses (a) and 
(©) of Subnllle (1) of rule 14, and 

(b) arrange for the attendance of the divisional 
officers, railway servartls required as witness 
at the Inquiry. 

11. Action to be taken by Head of the Railway 
Administration on receipt of the report of Commis¬ 
sioner of Railway Safety—Whenever the Head of 
the Railway Administration concerned receives a 
copy of the report of the Commissioner of Railway 
3425 GI/98—4. 


(c) in case the District Magistrate or Police 
authorities require copies of the Report, it 
may be sent to them, and the confidentiality 
Of the report should be made dear iO the 
District |Police Authorities, and the Police 
authorities snail, as soon as possible, inti¬ 
mate the Head of the Railway Administra¬ 
tion concerned about their decision regarding 
launching any prosecution. 

12. Head of the Railway Administration to offer 
remarks on the suggestions made in the teport of 
Commissioner of Railway Safety—Whenever the report 
of the Commissioner of Railway Safety points to the 
necessity for or suggests a change in any of the rules 
or in the system of working of the railway, the Head 
of the Railway Administration concerned shall, inti¬ 
mate the action which has been taken, or which it 
proposes to take, to prevent a recurrence of similar 
accidents, to the Chief Commissioner of Railway Safety 
with copy to the Commissioner of Railway Safety. 

13. Joint Inquiry when dispensed with—(1) When- 
evei a Reportable train accident, such as is deseifficd 
in section 113 of the Act has occurred in the course 
of working a railway, the Head of the Railway Ad¬ 
ministration concerned shall oause an inquiry to be 
promptly made by a Committee of railway officers 
(to be called a “joint inquiry”) for a thorough inves¬ 
tigation of the causes which led to the accident. 

Provided that such an inquiry may be dispensed 
with— 

(a) if any inquiry is to be held by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Railway Safety under rule 2 of the 
Statutory Investigation into Railway' Acci¬ 
dents Rules, 1998, or a Commission appoin¬ 
ted unden the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 
1952 (60 of 1952) or any other authority 
appointed by the Central Government to 
which all or any of the provisions of the 
said Commission of inquiry Act have been 
made applicable under rule 2 of the said 
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Statutory Investigation into Railvvay Acci¬ 
dents Rules, or 


(b) if there is no reasonable doubt as to the 
cause of the accident; or 

(c) if any department of the railway administra¬ 
tion concerned intimates that it accepts all 
responsibility in the matter. 

(2) Where such inquiry is dispensed with under 
clause (b) or clause (c) of the proviso to sub-rule 

(1), it shall be the duty of the Head of the depart¬ 
ment of the Railway Administration responsible lor 
the accident to make such inquiry (to be called a 
“departmental inquiry” ) as he may consider necessary 
and, if Ms staff or the system or working is at fault, to 
adopt or suggest such measures as he may consider 
necessary for preventing a recurrence ol similar acci¬ 
dents. 

14. (1) Notice of joint inquiry—Whenever a joint 
inquiry is to be made, the Head of the Railway Ad¬ 
ministration concerned shall cause notice of the date 
and hour at which the inquiry will commence, to be 
given to the following officers, namely:— 

(a) the District Magistrate of the district in 
which the accident occurred, or such other 
officer as the State Government may appoint 
in this behalf, the Superintendent of the 
Railway Police and the District Superinten¬ 
dent of Police; 

(b) the Commissioner of Railway Safety for the 

section of the railway on which the acci¬ 
dent occurred; and , 

(c) the Head of the Railway Police having juris¬ 
diction at the place where the accident oc¬ 
curred or, if there are no Railway Pol'ce, 
the officer-m-chargc of the police station 

' having jurisdiction at such place. 

(2) The date and hour at wMch the inquiry will 
commence shall be fixed so as to give the officers 
mentioned in sub-rule (1) sufficient rime to reach the 
place where the inquiry is to Ire held 

(3) When a joint inquiry is held into an acci¬ 
dent after receipt of information about the inability of 
the Commissioner of Railway Safety to hold an in¬ 
quiry, under sub-rule ( 5) of rule 2 of the Statutory 
investigation in Railway Accidents Rules, 1998, the 
Head of the Railway Administration concerned shall 
issue a Press Note in this behalf inviting the public 
to tender evidence at the inquiry or send information 
relating to the accident to the Joint Inquiry Committee 
at an address specified in the Press Note. 

15. Report of joint inquiry or departmental in¬ 
quiry to be sent to the Head of the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration and the action to be taken thereon.—(1) As 
soon as anv joint inquiry or departmental inauirv has 
,w n comnleted, the President of rlie Committee of 
railway officers or 'he Fmrt of the department, ns 
fhc_case may be, shall send to the Head of the Rail- 
wm Administration concerned a report containin' 1 
inter alia—- 

(a) brief description pf fhe accident; 


(b) description of the locality of the accident; 

(c) detailed statement of the evidence taken; 

(d) the conclusions arrived at togelhcr with a 
note of dissent, if any; 

(e) reasons for conclusions arrived at; 

(f) the nature and extent of the damage done; 

(g) when necessary, a sketch illustrative of the 
accident; 

(h) the number of lailway servants killed of 
injured; 

(i) the number of passengers killed or injured; 

(j) an appendix containing extracts of the rules 
violated by the staff responsible for the 
accidents. 

(2) The Head cf the Railway Administration 
concerned shall forward, with his remarks as to the 
action that is intended to be taken in regard to the 
staff responsible for the accident or for the revision 
of the rules or the system ol working, a copy of the 
report referred to in sub-rule (1)— 

(a) to the Commissioner or Railway Safety for 
the section of the railway on which the 
accident occurred; 

(b) if no inquiry or investigation has been made 
under rule 17 or if a joint or departmental 
inquiry has been held, first, to the District 
Magistrate or the officer appointed under 
clause (a) of sifb-rule (1) of rule 14. and 

(c) if any judicial inquity is being made, to the 
magistrate malting such inquiry. 

(3) The copy of the report aforesaid shall be 
accompanied— 

fa) in the case referred to in clause ''b) of sub- 
rule (2), by a statement or the persons in¬ 
volved in the accident whose prosecution 
the Head of the Railway Administration 
concerned consider to be desirable; 

(b) in the case referred to in clause (c) of sub¬ 
rule (2), by a copy of the evidence taken 
at the inquiry. 

16. Reports of inquiries info accidents not, covered 
by section 113 to be forwarded to Commissioner of 
Railway Safety—(1) Whenever anv accident, not of 
the nature specified in setc> on 113 of the Act, such 
as averted collisions, breaches of block rules or other 
technical accidents, occurs in the course of working 
a railway, the railway administration concerned mav 
cause an inauirv, cither a joint inauirv nr a depart¬ 
mental inquiry, to he hcM ; nfo the accident. 

(2) Where an inquiry is held as provided under 
ciibnffe (1), the Head of the Railwav Administration 
concerned shall forward a topv of the report of the 
inquiry to the Commissioner of Railway Safety for the 
section of the railway on which the accident occurred. 

17. Magisterial inquiry—Whenever an accident, 
such as is described in section 113 of the Act. has 
occurred in the course of work ins a railway, the 
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.District Magistrate or any other Magistrate who may 
be appointed in this behalf by the State Government, 
may either— 

(a) himself make an inquiry into' the causes 
which led to the accident; or 

(b) depute a subordinate Magistrate, who if 
possible, should be a Magistrate of the first 
class, to make such an inquiry; or 

(c) direct investigation into the causes which 
led to the accident, to be made by the police. 

Provided that where, having regard to the nature of 
the accident, the Central Government has appointed 
a Commission of Inquiry to inquire into it under the 
Commission of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), or 
has appointed any other authority to inquiry into it 
and for that purpose has made all or any of the pro¬ 
visions of the said An, applicable to that authority, a 
Magistrate or a police officer shall not make his in¬ 
quiry or investigation undett this rule and, where lie 
has already commenced the inquiry or investigation, 
shall not proceed further with it; and such Magistrate 
or police officer shall hand over the evidence, re¬ 
cords or other documents in his possession relating 
to the inquiry or investigation to such authority as 
may be specified by tire Central Government in this 
behalf. 

..Iff.- Notice of Magisterial inquiry.—Whenever 
it is decided to make an inquiry under clause (a) or 
clause (b) of rule 17, the District Magistrate or other 
Magistrate appointed as aforesaid oi the Magistrate 
deputed under clause (b) of rule 17 as the case may 
be, shall at once inform the Head of the Railway Ad¬ 
ministration concerned and (be Divisional Railway 
Manager by telegraph, of the date and hour at which 
the inquiry will commence so as to enable the railway 
administration: to summon the requisite expert evi- 
deince, and thereafter, he shall proceed to the scene 
of the accident and conduct the inquiry, 

19. Judicial Inquiry--A magistrate, making an in¬ 
quiry under rule 17, may summon any railway ser¬ 
vant, and any other person whose presence he may 
think necessary- and after taking the evidence and 
completing the inquiry shall, if he considers (bat 
there are sufficient grounds for holding a Judicial in¬ 
quiry, take the requisite steps for bringing to trial 
any person whom he may consider to be criminally 
liable for the accident. 

20. The result of magisterial inquiry to be com¬ 
municated to the Head of the Railway Administra¬ 
tion—The result of every inquiry or investigation 
made under rule 17 shall be communicated by the 
Magistrate who has held such inquiry or investiga¬ 
tion. to the Head of the Railway Administration con¬ 
cerned and to the Commlsrioncit of Railway Safety. 

21. Procedure for summoning railway servants to 
dssist the Magistrate holding Judicial inquiry—(1) If 
in the course of any judicial, inquiry into an accident 
occurring in the epurse of working a railway, the 
Magistrate holding such inquiry desires the assistance 
of the Commissioner of Railway Safety Head of tlv;> 
Railway Administration concerned, he shall- ishue a. 


requisition to the Chi if Comm:: nener of R.d.vaj 
Safety or the Railway Board, for the presence of the 
Commissioner of Railway Safety or the Head ol the 
Railway Administration, stating at the same time the 
nature of the assistance required, and if the assistance 
of any Railway Officer is required the Magistrate 
shall issue a requisition to the Head of the Railway 
Administration for his attendance in the Court, 

(2) The requisition referred to in sub-section (I) 
shall state th* nature of the assistance required. In 
summoning railway officials, the Magistrate shall take 
care not to summou on the same day so large a num¬ 
ber of the employees, especially of one class, as to 
cause inconvenience to the working of the railway. 
In the case of serious accidents the Magistrate may 
obtain reports from the Commissioner of Railway 
Safety and the Head of the Railway Administration 
concerned in regard to the accident, before tin ally 
concluding the judicial inquiry. 

22, Communication of the decision of judicial in¬ 
quiry to the Railway Administration. Commissioner 
of Ruilway Safety and the State Government-On the 
conclusion of the judicial inquiry the Magistrate shall 
send a copy of his decision to the Head of the Rail¬ 
way Administration concerned and to the Commis¬ 
sioner of Railway Safety, and shall, unless in any 
case he thinks it unnecessary to do so, report the 
result of the inquiry to the State Government. 

23. Police investigation- -when to be dispensed 
with iteport on loss of life, grievous hurt, or demage 
to Railway proncrlj-— (1) The Railway Police may 
make an investigation into the causes which led to 
any accident occurring in the course of working a 
railway and shall do so whenever— 

(a) any such accident is attended with loss of 
human life or with grievous hurt, or with 
serious damage to railway property of the 
value exceeding Rs. 25,00,000 or has 
prima facie been due to any criminal act or 
omission; or 

(b) the District Magistrate or the Magistrate 
appointed under rule 17 has given a direc¬ 
tion under clause (c) of that rule : 

Provided that where, having regard to the 
nature of the accident, the Central Go¬ 
vernment has appointed a Commission of 
inquiry to inquire into it under the Com¬ 
missions of Inquiry Act, 

1952 (60 of 1952), or has appointed 
any other authority to inquire into it and 
for that purpose has made all or any of 
' the previsions of the said Act applicable 
to that authority, or where a magisterial 
inquiry is being held under rule clause 
(a) or clause (b) of rule 17, the Rail¬ 
way Police shall not make ail investiga¬ 
tion under this rule, and, where they 
have already commented their investiga¬ 
tion. shall not proceed further with it; and 
shall hand over the records or other docu¬ 
ments in their possession relating to the 
investigation to such authority as may be 
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specified by the Central Government in 
this behalf, 

(2) The Railway Police shall report, with as little 
delay as possible to the nearest station master,, or 
where there is no station master, to the railway ser¬ 
vant in-charge of the section of the ra Iway, on which 
the accident has occurred, every accident which may 
come to their notice occurring in the course of work¬ 
ing a railway attended with loss of human life, or 
with grievpus hurt or with serious damage to railway 
property of the value exceeding twenty five lakh 
rujpees or wh : ch has prinifl facie been due to any cri¬ 
minal act or omission. 

24. (1) Status of Police officer investigating the 
accident—Whenever an investigation is to be made by 
the Railway Police^ - 

(a) in a case in which an accident is attended 
With loss of human life or with grievous 
hurt, or with serious damage to railway 
property of the value exceeding twenty five 
lakh rupees; or 

(b) in pursuance of a direction given under 
clause (c) of rule 17, 

the investigation shall be conducted by the Head of 
the Railway Police of the area in which the accident 
ha*’ occurred, or if that officer is unable to conduct 
the investigation himself, by an officer to be deputed 
by him, 

(2) The officer deputed under Sub-rule (1) sir 1 ' 
ordinarily be the senior ofiiccr available, and shall 
whenever possible be a Gazetted Officer, and shall 
in no case be of rank lower than that of an Inspec¬ 
tor : 

Provided that the investigation may b© carried 
out by an office-in-charge of a police station ;— 

(i) in a case such as jit referred to in clause 
(a) of sub-rule (1), if no loss of life or 
grievous hurt has been caused to more per¬ 
sons than one or no damage to railway 
property of value exceeding twenty five 
lakh rupees has been caused or there is no 
reason to suspect that any servant of the 
railway has been guilty of neglect of any 
rule relating to the working of the railway; 
or 

(ii) in the case referred to in clause (b) of 
sub-mlg (1), if the District Magistrate so 
direct^. 

25. Notice of police investigation.—The officer 
who is to conduct an investigation in pursuance of 
rule 24 shall at once inform the Head of the Rail¬ 
way Administration concerned and the Divisional 
Railway Manager by telegraph of the date and hour 
at which the investigation will commence so that, if 
possible, the presence of a railway official may be 
arranged for to watch the proceedings and to aid the 
officer making the investigation, and thereafter, he 
shall proceed without delay to the seen© of the acci¬ 
dent and conduct the investigation there: so, how¬ 
ever, that the absence mf a railway official shall not, 


be allowed to delay the investigation which shah bo 
conducted as soon as possible after the accident has 
taken place. 

26, (1) Assistance by the District Police.—In 
every case to which rule 24 applies, immediate in¬ 
formation shall be given by the Railway Police of 
the area to the District Police, who, if so, required, 
shall afford all necessary assistance and shall, if occa¬ 
sion arises, carry the investigation beyond the limi ts 
of the railway premises. But the Railway Ppljce of 
the area shall primarily be responsible for carrying 
on the investigation within such limits. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of these rules, the 
further prosecution of the case, on the conclusion of 
the police investigation, shall rest with the Railway 
Police. 

27. Communication of the result of police investi¬ 
gation .—The result of every police investigation 
shall be reported at once to the District Magistrate 
or other officer appointed in this behalf by the State 
Government, to the Head of the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration concerned or other officer appointed by him? 
and to the Commissioner of Railway Safety. 

28, District Police to discharge duties of Railway 
Police.-—Where there is no Railway Police ip the 
area, the duties imposed by rules 23, 24 and 25 tub- 
rule (2) of rule 26, and rule 27 on the Railway 
Police of the area, or on the Head of such Railway 
Police, shall be discharged by the District Police or 
by the -District Superintendent of Police, as the cast? 
may be, 

29. Repeal and Saving.—(1) The Railway (Noti¬ 
ces of apd inquiries into Accidents) Rules, 1973, 
are hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done 
or any action taken under the rules hereby repealed 
shall be deemed to have been don© pi taken Under 
the corresponding provisions of these rules-

G. S. R. 7.—In exercise of the-powers conferred by sections 6 and 25 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 
1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further,to amend the Environment 
(Protection) Rules, 1986, namely:-— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Environment (Protection) (Second Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Environmental (Protection) Rules, 1986-- 

(a) in rule 3, for sub-rule (3B), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(3B) The' combined effect of emission or discharge of environmental pollutants in an urea, from industries, 
operations, processes, automobiles and domestic sources, shall not be permitted to .exceed the .relevant 
concentration in ambient air as Specified against each pollutant in columns (3) to (5) of Schedule VII"': 

(b) .in Schedule I,— - ... 

(i) against serial, number 74 ,relating to emission standards for brick kilns; for the existing Para Ill, the 
following shall be. substituted, namely: 

'“III Existing moving chimney bull’s trench kilns shall be dispensed with by June 30, 1999 and no new 

moving chimney kilns shall be allowed to come up”;.. . 

(iil after serial number 80 and the entries thereto, the following serial numbers and entries shall be inserted, 
namely:--- - - " . ' "

83. Standards/Guidelines for control of Noise Pollution from Stationary Diesel Generator (DG) Sets 
■ (A) Noise Standards for DG sets (15-500 KVA) 

The total sound power level, Lw, of a DG set should be less than, 94+10 log 10 (KVA), dB(A), at the manu¬ 
facturing stage, where, KVA is the nominal power rating of a DG set. 

This level should fall by 5 dB(A) every five years, till 2007, i.e. in 2002 and then in 2007. 

(B) Mandatory acoustic enclosure/acoustic treatment of room for stationary DG sets (5 KVA and above) 1 

Noise from the DG set should be controlled by providing an acoustic enclosure or by treating the room 
.acoustically, .......... 

The acoustic enclosure/acoustic treatment of the room should be designed for minimum 25 dB (A) Insertion 
Loss or for meeting the ambient noise standards, whichever is on the higher side (if the actual ambient noise is on 
..the higher side, it may not be possible to check the performance of the acoustic enclosure/acoustic treatment. 
Under such circumstances the performance may be checked for noise reduction upto actual ambient noise level, 
preferably, in the night time). The measurement for Insertion Loss may be done at different points at 0.5m from 
the acoustic enclosure/room, and then averaged. 

The DG set should also be provided with proper exhaust muffler with Insertion Loss of minimum 25 dB(A). 

(C) Guidelines for the manufacturers/users of DG sets (5 KVA and above) 

01 The manufacturer should offer to the user a standard acoustic enclosure of 25 dB(A) Insertion Loss and also 
a suitable exhaust muifler with Insertion Loss of 25 dB (A). 

- 02 The user should make efforts to bring down the noise levels due to the DG set, outside his premises, within the 
ambient noise requirements by proper siting and Control measures. 

~E3 The manufacturer should furnish noise power levels of the unsilenced DG sets as per standards prescribed under- 
(A). 

04 The total sound power level of a DG set, at the user s end, shall be within 2 dB(A) of the total sound power 
level of the DG set, at the manufacturing stage, as prescribed under (A), 

05 Installation of a DG set must be strictly in compliance with the recommendations of the DG set manufacturer. 

06 A-proper routine and preventive maintenance procedure for the DG set should be set and followed in consul- 
> . tation with the DG set manufacturer which would help prevent noise levels of the DG set from deteriorating 
with u». 
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&4. i ;mpcrature Limit for Discharge of Condenser Cooling Water from Thermal Power Plant. 

A : New thermal power plants commissioned after June L, 1999. 

New thermal power plants, which wffl be using water from rivers/lakes/reservoirs, shall install cooling tower* 
irrespective of location and capacity. Thermal power plants which will use sea water for cooling purposes, 
the condition below will apply. 

B : New projects in coastal areas using sea water. 

The thermal power plants using sea water should adopt suitable system to reduce water temperature at thp 
final discharge point so that the resultant rise in the temperature of receiving water does not exceed 7°C over 
and above the ambient temperature of the receiving water bodies. 

C : Existing thermal power plants. 

Rise in temperature of condenser cooling water from inlet to the outlet of condenser ahull not be more thaa- 
10°C. 

D ; Guidelines for discharge point: 

]. The discharge point shall preferably be located at the bottom of the water body at mid-stream for proper dis¬ 
persion of thermal discharge. 

2. In case of discharge of cooling water into sea, proper marine outfall shall be designed to achieve the prescribed 
standards. The point of discharge may be selected inconsultation with concerned State Authorities/NIO. 

3. No cooling water discharge shall be permitted in estuaries or near ecologically sensitive areas such us mangroves, 
coral reefs/spawning and breeding grounds of acquatic flora and fauna. 

85. Environmental Standards for Coal Washeries 

1. Fugitive emission standards 

— The difference in the value of suspended particulate matter, delta (A), measured between 25 and 30 metre from 
the enclosure of coal crushing plant in the downward and leeward wind direction shall not exceed 150 micogvam 
per cubic meter. Method of measurement shall be High Volume Sampling and Average flow rate, not less than 
1.1 m a per minute, using upwind downwind method of measurement. 

2. Effluent discharge standards 

■— The coal washeries shall maintain the dose circuit operation with zero effluent discharge. 

•— If in case due to some genuine prbolems like periodic cleaning of the system, heavy rainfall etc. it become neces¬ 
sary to discharge the effluent to sewer/land/stream then the effluent shall conform to the following standards 
at the final outlet of the coal washery.

8fi. Water quality standards for coastal waters marine outfalls 

In a coastal segment marine water is subjected to several types of uses. Depending of the types of uses and 
activities, water quality criteria have been specified to determine its suitability lor a particular purpose. Among 
the various types of uses there is one use that demands highest level of water quality/purity and that is termed a 
'‘designated best use” in that stretch of the coastal segment. Based on this, primary water quality criteria haves 
been specified for following five designated best uses:— 

Class Designated best use 

SW-I (See Table 1.1) Salt pans, Shell fishing, Mariculiure and Ecologically Sensitive Zone. 

SW-II (See Table 1.2) Bathing, Contact Water Sports and-Commercial fishing. 

SW-IIT (See Table 1.3) Industrial cooling, Recreation (non-contact) and Aesthetics. 

SW-IV (See Table 1.4) Harbour. 

SW-V (See Tabic 1.5) Navigation and Controlled Waste Disposal. 

The standards along with rationale/rcmarks for various parameters, for different designated best uses, are 
given in Table 1.1 to 1.5.

Note : SW-1 is desirable to be safe and relatively free from hazardous chemicals like pesticides, heavy metals and 
radionuclide concentrations. Their combined (synergestic or antagonistic) effects on health and aquatic 
lives are not yet clearly known. These chemicals undergo bio-accumulation, magnification and transfer to 
human and other animals through food chain. In areas where fisheries, salt pans are the governing consi¬ 
derations, and presence of such chemicals apprehended/reported, bioassay test should be performed following 
appropriate methods for !hc purpose of setting case-specific limils.

2. Definitions.—In these rules unless the contex- otherwise

(b) “approved service" means three years regular and 
continuous service in the grades of Lower Division 
Clerk and Xerox Operator in the pay scalp of 
Rs, 305()~4590 oil the cnlciul date; 

(c) “available vacancy” means a vacancy in the post of 
Upper Division Clerk which is required to bo filled 
up on the basis of the results of the examination; 

(d) “crucial date” means the 1st day of July preceding the 
. date of notification conveying the decision to bold 

the examination;

(e) “examination" means tne limited dep.u (menial compe¬ 
titive examination for promotion to the post of 
Upper Division Clerk held in the manner specified 
in the Schedule;

3, Conditions of eligibility.--A person appointed on regular 
basis as Tower Division Clerk or Xerox Operator in the pay 
scalp of Rs. 3050—4590 and having three years' approved 
service in that grade oh the crucial date shall be eligible to 
appear in the examination. 

4, Holding of the examination.—f 1) The appointing autho¬ 
rity shall notify fhe dates and place of the examination and 
number of available Ptid anticipated vacancies in the recruit¬ 
ment year.' The examination shall be conducted after hie 
expiry of a. period of thirty days from .the dale of notification 
in ihe manner 1 Specified in' the ''Schedule, 

(2) In the notification to hold the examination, the number 
of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes, Other backward classes l nd other special categories of 
persons shall be clearly indicated. 

5, Results,—(1) Qn the basis of die aggregate marks se¬ 
cured by the candidate in the examination a merit lisi con¬ 
taining the names of the successful - candidates in order of 
merit shall be notified, keeping ir viw tbd ntimber of vacan¬ 
cies and anticipated vacancies, if any, falling in the recruit- 
lpent year. There shall Be no separate standards of evalu¬ 
ation for candidate? belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribps and other special categories of persons. 


(2) The cMididptes- fivr-appohUmcnt against the available 
vacancies ^hatl lie considered in the order in which their 
names appeal in the -rent list prepared under sub-rule (1). 

(3) The merit list shall remain-in operation vyithout any 
time limit till tile notified vacancies are filled up. 

6. Appointment,—The inclusion of the mime of any candi¬ 
date in the merit list ihaJl nut confer a right to appointment 
and ho shull be appointed by the appointing'authority only 
after satisfying itself that no vigilance or disciplinary case is 
either pending or contemplated against the candidate and 
after taking’ into account ris placement in the merit list, the 
reservation of posts or such o'.her requirements as may be 
laid down by statutory orders or rules issued by (ho Central 
Government, from time" to time, in this regard. 

7. Liability to pass typewriting lest.—A candidate appointed 
as Upper Division Clerk On the. basis, of the examination, 
shall be required to pass a test in typewriting, if not already 
done, at a minimum, speed of 70 words per minute in F.agllh 
or 25 words per minute in Hindi within a period of Iwo 
years from the date of his appointment as such. In the event 
of his failure to pass the test in typewriting within the speci¬ 
fied period of two years, he shall not be allowed to draw the 
second and subsequent increments in the Upper Division Clerks 
Grade until he pass Such test in typewriting or is- otherwise 
exempted from this requirement under any special or general 
orders issued by the Central Government ; 

Provided that on passing the test in typewriting or being 
so exempted his pay shall bo refixed as if he was entitled to 
his increments on normal dates but no arrears of pay shall 
be allowed for the period for which he was riot paid his incre¬ 
ment due to non-passing or the test .in typewriting. 

B. Removal of name from merit list pn resignation, etc.,— 

(1) In case a candidate after appearing at the examination 
resigns from the service or whew; services are. terminated or 
who is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to any otner service 
and does not have a lien on any of the posts mentioned in 
rule 3, his name shall, not be included in the merit list, or if 
included shall be struck off therefrom. 

(2) Where a candidate, V'hose name is included in the merit 
list is or has boen appointed to an ex-cadre post or is 
transferred to another department of the Central Government 
with the pel-mission of the appointing authority and con¬ 
tinue to have a lien on any of the posts’ mentioned in rule 3, 
shall not be appointed as Upper Division Cierk till be resumes 
the duties in the Department of Electronics on his initial 
post during the period the turrit list remains in force ;

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection wi(h his candidature for the examina¬ 
tion;
